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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Aborayron  Urban  District  Council, 

Tho  present  Annual  Report  will  bo  the  fifth  which  I have  had  pleasure 
in  presenting  to  you.  It  will,  unfortunately,  also  be  my  last.  Looking 
back  over  the  last  five  years,  I am  glad  to  note  that  there  has  boon  no 
serious  outbreali:  of  disease  in  the  Urban  District  and  I sincerely  hope 
that  my  successor  will  be  able  to  make  an  equally  favourable  comment  five 
years  hence. 

The  number  of  births  continue  to  fall,  ten  only  being  registered  in  1955 
as  compared  with  twenty  in  1954*  The  number  of  deaths  dropped  slightly  from 
twenty  eight  in  1954  to  twenty  six  in  1955,  No  still  birth  was  registered 
nor  did  any  mother  die  in  cliildbirth.  Eleven  of  tho  twenty  six  deaths  were 
ascribed  to  heart  disease,  six  to  cancer  and  five  to  vascular  lesions  of 
the  nervous  system  (strokes). 

Only  two  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  one  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  the  other  of  influenzal  pnoumonia.  Even  tho  children* s 
ailments  such  as  measles  and  whooping  cough  appeared  to  bo  absent,

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Gjneral  Provision  of  IIeo.lth  Services  in  the  Area, 

These  are  essentially  the  same  as  in  1954.  The  main  features  are  as 

follows s- 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinj.c  is  held  in  the  district  by  the 
local  health  authority.  libqpoctant  and  nursing  mothers  receive 
medical  advice  from  their  own  medical  practitioners. 

(b)  An  infant  v/elfare  clinic  attended  by  a medierJ.  officer  of  the  local 
health  authority  is  held  once  a fortnight. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  raidv/ifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district 
nurse  who  is  also  a Sta.to  Certified  i'lidwife, 

(d)  The  Aberayron  Urban  District  Council  area  forms  pa.rt  of  a much 
larger  area  covered  by  a health  visitor  of  the  County  Council, 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse, 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person’s  own  medical  attendant, 
but  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the 
former  and  partly  bjr  medical  officers  of  the  local  health  authority, 

(g)  An  ambulance  is  stationed  at  New  Quay  wliich  is  used  for  general  and 
accident  work.  Fever  cases  are  usually  removed  by  an  ambultince 
earmarked  for  infectious  diseases  and  stationed  at  Aberyst^^^yth. 

(h)  -(\rrajigements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic 
talks  and  advice  by  medical  officers  of  both  the  local  health 
and  local  authority. 

Care  and  after  care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse  and 
of  the  health  visitor.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  by 
the  Chost  Physician’s  Ibalth  Visitor, 

Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  who  are,  as  a rule, 
engaged  locally.
